Women's groups in the Mon- 
tréal area, have begun to fight 
the Gazette's seemingly indif- 
.ferent policy towards women's 
issues. The Ad*hoc Women's 
Committee on the Gazette has 
been formed to lobby the paper 
for better coverage of women's 
issues. 

"The Gazette, as the only 
english newspaper in Montreal, 
has a specific responsibility to 
women and women's issues," 
said McGill Professor Margaret 
Gillett of the Senate Committee 
on Women. 

"To date, the coverage of 
women's issues has been 
traditional. Most of it is ghet- 
toized in the 'soft' sections of 
the paper, and many serious 
and important events dealing 
with women "are virtually ig- 
nored." she said. 

The committee is headed by 
Ms. Greta Nemiroff, director of 
the New School at Dawson Col- 
lege. She and other women in 
the area founded the group in 
Spring 1981, after being 
angered at the Gazette's exten- 
sive coverage of a secretary who 
was having an affair her boss. 

"This was the Gazette's idea 
of a women's issue" Nemiroff 
said. 

Last April, McGill sponsored 
a conference on the impact of 
micro-technology on women's 
employment. "It was a huge 
success. It provided just the sort 
of information women are look- 
ing for. The Gazette was in- 
formed about it both before and

after the conference, but they The committee will be 
never covered it."

Nemiroff hopes that this 
meeting will clarify for Har- 
rison "what all the fuss is 
about" and bring about a better 
women's issues. 



To gain support, the commit- 
tee drafted a position ' paper 
stating their grievances and cir- 
culated it among women's 
groups in Montréal. The McGill 
Senate Committee on Women 'coverage of 
endorsed their document. Other 
women's groups, including the MAG 
women's caucus of the PQ, also 
endorsed the organization's 
position. 

The committee formally lodg- 
ed their complaint to the 
Gazette in a letter to the editor, 
Mark Harrison. 

"At first he refused to see us. 
He didn't seem to understand 
what all the fuss was about." 
Nemiroff said. 

_ After some delay, Harrison 
did agree to speak to the com- 
mittee. He said that a Gazette 
staffer had just been assigned to 
the women's beat and coverage 
should be improving. 

Nemiroff is skeptical about 
this effort. "Two. years ago, a 
group of women went to see 
him about this very same pro- 
blem. He put someone on the 
women's beat then too, but the 
job only lasted eight months." 
she said.

"Israel out of Lebanon." and 
"We support the P.L.O." were 
slogans shouted as 1,200 pro- 
Palestinian and Lebanese 
demonstrators marched from 
Dominion Square to the Israeli 
consulate yesterday to protest 
the civilian murders committed 
last weekend in the Palestinian 
refugee camps, Chatilla and 
Sabra. 

The demonstration was 
organized by SOS Lebanon- 
Palestine, le Regroupement des 
Associations Arabo- 
Québecoises, the Committee for 
Solidarity with the Lebanese 
and Palestinian Peoples, and 
the Committee of the Lebanese 
National Movement in Mon- 
tréal. 

Demonstration organizers 
were calling for: 
•The liberation of all political 
prisoners detained in Beirut and 
occupied Lebanon. 
•Respect for the leaders of the 
Lebanese National Movement, 
and the Lebanese and Palesti- 
nian populations. 
•The international protection of 
West Beirut and the Palestinian 
refugee camps. 

•The retreat , of Israeli troops 
from Lebanon. 

•The respect of the in- 
dependence, unity, and ter- 
ritorial integrity of Lebanon. 
•The recognition of the P.L.O. 



and the right of the Palestinian 
people to return to their 
homeland. 

•Economic, political and 
military sanctions against 
Israel. 

P.L.O. representative Ed- 
mond Omran and Lebanese Na- 
tional Movement representative 
Hassan Shams, were the main 
speakers at the demonstration. 

Although the PLO and The 
National Lebanese Movement 
are united against the Israeli in- 
vasion, they differ in political 
aims. 

Omran told The Daily, 
"Israel is directly responsible 
for the massacre. The P.L.O. 
departure from Beirut is not a 
defeat. We regard it as being a 
new stage in the liberation of 
Palestine." 

Shams agreed with Omran 
and added that the invasion had 
united all of Lebanon's pro- 
gressive groups, specifying the 
coalition of A mal Moslem (A 
shiite Moslem group) militia 
men with the Lebanese National 
Movement against the Israeli in- 
vasion. 

Both the president of the 
McGill Arab Student Associa- 
tion and Samaa Elibyari, 
spokesperson for Committee of 
solidarity with the Lebanese and 
Palestinian peoples, promised 
future activism.

The Municipal Action Group 
(MAG) says it is "suprised and 
happy" at Jean Drapeau's an- 
nouncement he will run in the 
November municipal elections. 

MAG, who was formed in 
1974 and won several seats in 
that year's election, currently 
has only one seat on the city's 
council. The group is promoting 
Gazette columnist Henri-Paul 
Vignola as their mayorial can- 
didate. 

"The news that funnelled out 
said . that his health was in 
danger," explained MAG Presi- 
dent Gaspard Fautcux. Drapeau 
said Monday his physicians had 
declared him "in health to 
assume another four-year man- 
date."

At Mon- 
day night's city council meeting, 
where Drapeau dropped his 
political bombshell, MCM 
councillor Micheal Fainstat at- 
tacked the city administration 
for increasing visible public 
spending during election years, 
1978 and now 1982. 

"Spending for bridges and 
sidewalks was at $17 million 
during 1976, the year of the 
Olympics," Fainstat said. 
"Then in 1977, it dropped to $10 
million. . In 1978, an election 
year, it was $11 million. Then, 
'79, down to $3 million. In 1980, 
$3 million again." 

In addition, Fainstat said, 
"The government is building 
houses for people who earn 
$50,000 a year or more."

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Although it may be a tired refrain it bears^ repeating, if you 
are not on the voter's list you can't vote. The municipal elec- 
tion in the fair city of Montréal is less than two months away 
and although the official enumeration period is now over 
there will be a revision period. 

If you were not placed on the voting lists during the 
enumeration period, then you are not on the electoral list. 
The basic requirements for voter cligibililty include citizen- 
ship or landed immigrant status and residency in the City of 
Montréal for at least the past twelve months 

Between October 18th and 22nd, inclusively, from 8:00 
a.m. until 10:00 p.m., revision will take place at the offices of 
the vice-président du district of each of the 57 electoral 
districts within the City of Montréal. Notices are being 
published in the commercial dailies listing the addresses and 
phone numbers of each district vice-president's office. The 
actual electoral list for each area is available at each district 
office for those who wish to confirm their name on the list. 
Thé electoral list for the- entire municipality is available at the 
offices of the président d'élection at 2075 rue Plessis. 

Most McGill students living in the ghetto, 'new ghetto', or 
Concordia ghetto, are probably in Districts 
40,41, 32,33,, 34,35, or 39. The Daily will be publishing more 
details on revision and an actual map of the districts within 
the next couple of weeks.

Ten local tenants' groups which received $250,000 from j 
Centraide last year may not see a cent next year. 

The tenants' groups have not been recognized as charities 
by Revenue Canada and Centraide is required by law to fund 
only charities. The tenants' groups are considered 'political' 
by the federal government because they organize demonstra- 
tions and lobby for tenants' rights. Charities are apparently 
only supposed to defend acquired rights "and are not supposed 
to lobby for changes in existing laws. 

Centraide is expected to make a final decision on the 
tenants' group's funding by the end of the month. The groups 
would stop being funded starting this spring. 

The Montréal PQ MNAs caucus will be meeting with Yvon 
Lamarre, chairperson of the executive committee of the city 
council, and members of the Société de développement in- 
dutriel de Montréal (SODIM) on September 29. The MNAs 
will also be bringing along Rodrigue Biron, Minister of In- 
dustry and Commerce. 

On October 1 the MNAs will be meeting with represen- 
tatives of the various SIDACs (Sociétés d'iniatives et de ' 
développment des artères commerciales) which act as booster 
clubs for the various 'main drags' in the city. 

At the end bf the month the MNAs will meet with the 
members of COPEM (Comité de promotion économique de 
Montréal), a coalition of private and public sector honchos 
interested in attracting new businesses to the city and improv- 
ing the quality of life on this island of creeping despair. 

The question that springs to mind is of course — why all 
these meetings? 

The Péquiste MNAs feel Québec's economy will not come 
out of its coma unless Montréal's does. This is encouraging 
and a bit surprising. The PQ has generally adhered to a con- 
cept of regional development in which Montréal and environs 
were considered not much more than a Drummondville with 
highways. Only two of the seven ministers with a finger in the 
government's economic development pie arc from Montréal. 
In the past, some civic politicians have claimed Montréal has 
been given short end of the provincial popsicle stick. 

The PQ MNAs also plan to meet with various 
businessmen's groups, popular organizations, and even 
students to find out what the people of Montréal want in the 
way of new policies. They plan to draw up a list of priorities 
and recommendations to present to Premier Lévesque with 
the'hope that government action will follow.

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Israel in Beirut: 

Limits even 
to rage 



The West tends to sympathize with underdogs. 
Centuries from now, academics may wonder at this tendency on the 
part of the world's dominant and domineering region, most of the 
time and in contradiction of its actions, to spiritually take the side of 
whichever nation is weaker in a conflict. (Unless, of course, a western country is 
involved in a showdown, in which case the side of right is always with that 
western country; witness Britain vs. Argentina in an ugly little war over some 
sheep a few months ago.) 
. For our own purposes, it is sufficient to say that this tendency is real, and no 
better illustrated than in the revulsion which is Israel's harvest following its oc- 
cupation of west Beirut. 

The consequence of that occupation has been splashed across newspapers and 
given sensational coverage on western television. Enraged by the assasination of 
Lebanese president-elect Bashir Gemayel and emboldened by Israel's thrust into 
the Moslem sector of Beirut, Christian Phalangist militiamen marched on two 
Palestinian camps, were permitted to enter by the Israeli army, and conducted a 
mass murder of several hundred defenceless Palestinian refugees. 



There can be no doubt of Israel's complicity in this atrocity: Israel had 
declared the area under its military authority, and thus was responsible for 
policing it. Its units on the scene stood by to allow the militiamen into the 
camps. Further, the Begin government's first, early defence to the effect that 
Israeli forces didn't realize what was happening holds no water: the head- 
quarters of the Israeli military command in Beirut was only 400 yards from the 
scene of part of the massacre. Israel's high-ranking officers in the area had only 
to look out from their command posts to see what was happening. 

The basic fact of Israel's responsibility for a pogrom in Beirut.O'pogrom" is a 
word used in reference to the affair by a usually pro-Likud Israeli newspaper 
editor recently) becomes increasingly clear as details emerge. 
Weak, underdog Israel has emerged in new clothes during this affair. In place of 
the old Israel, we have strong, aggressive super-Israel, the fourth-ranking 
military power in the world after the United States, the Soviet Union, and 
China. 

Israel's many friends and former admirers in the west therefore are undergo- 
ing a painful disillusionment, a disillusionment which has.been building slowly 
from the day Menachem Begin was elected, now exposed for all to see in the 
light of an event which, in another time, would have made a Tsar proud. Who 
would have thought five years or five months ago that as fanatic a pro-Israeli as 
American New Right Senator Jesse Helms would say on network television, as 
he did two nights ago, that Menachem Begin had done the impossible, actually 
making. Yassir Arafat a more appealing figure to Americans than the Israeli 
prime minister? 



It is one thing, however, to feel revulsion for the act and the government 
morally responsible for it, and another to embrace the rhetoric of extremists 
within the PLO, complete with a commitment to the annihilation of Israel and 
its people as a fundamental goal. What we have witnessed in Beirut is ample 
grounds for abandoning the mythology of Israel as embattled, virtuous and 
weak (it is none of those things). What we have witnessed, however, is not 
grounds for abandoning a commitment to a homeland for the Jewish people 
within borders approximating those which existed before 1967. 

It would be an historical tragedy if the West completed Israel's international 
isolation over this affair, ensuring its inevitable and probably rapid economic 
and military destruction. Israel does not deserve the fate its government merits; 
there are too many survivors in Israel of events similar to the one in Beirut to 
come so quickly to that conclusion. 

We can hope that enough of the feeling reflected everywhere in the West will 
be echoed in Israel to bring down the regime of the world's only democratically- 
elected ex-murderer and terrorist. 

Another benefit we can hope for is a consensus among Israel's patrons to the' 
effect that however strongly they may oppose the idea out of fear, Israel cannot 
indefinitely be permitted to deny a homeland to the Palestinian diaspora. 

Those two salutory events would almost make worthwhile what was, after all, 
only the most recent episode in a long history of barbarism in the region. 

I offer no defence in any way, shape or form of the events of last weekend. I 
suggest, rather, that the reasonable response to them is for western governments 
to replace blinkered allegiance to Israel with an end to implicit support of its 
governing regime, coupled with a new determination to work for justice for the 
Palestinian people. 

A reasonable response does not include pushing anyone into the sea.

Thé newest club on campus, McGill 
Student Pugwash is the local chapter of 
a national educational organization 
which explores the effects of science and 
technology on society. 

This year, organizers plan to hold lec- 
tures and debates on a variety of issues. 
Examples include technology transfer 
and Third World development, arms 
control, the environment, energy issues, 
the validity of IQ tests, experimentation 
with human subjects and the ethical im- 
plications of such biotechnologies as 
"test-tube babies" and prenatal 
diagnosis. 

Although the McGill club was formed 
recently, Pugwash has a long history. In 
1955, Bertrand Russell and Albert Eins- 
tein issued a manifesto calling for the 
scientists of the world to meet at a con- 
ference to discuss the threat of nuclear 
weapons. In response, scientists from 
around the world gathered at Pugwash, 
Nova Scotia in 1957 to discuss the 
,nuclear threat and the ethical respon- 
sibilities of scientists in general. Since 
that time, the Pugwash movement has 
grown worldwide to include more than 



1,600 scientists. 

In 1979, the movement gained a new 
dimension with the first Student 
Pugwash Conference, held in San 
Diego. Inspired by this conference, a 
Canadian participant founded Canadian 
Student Pugwash that fall. 

Today, the organization comprises 
groups at ten Canadian campuses as well 
as a national headquarters in Ottawa. 
The central office, funded by the federal 
science granting agencies, organizes bi- 
annual national conferences on issues of 
science and ethics. The second such con- 
ference will take place, next June at 
Carleton University. The office also 
coordinates activities on the campuses 
by disseminating lists of speakers, 
bibliographies and information relevant 
to science and ethics. 

While Pugwash aims its activities 
primarily at natural and social scientists 
and engineers, it welcomes the participa- 
tion of people in other disciplines such 
as arts, law and medicine, so that issues 
can be studied from a variety of perspec- 
tives. Membership is available to McGill 
students ans professors alike. Interested

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Israeli consul: ÉÉ We want peace

The Daily-met with Yitzhak Eldan, the 
Israeli consul in Montréal yesterday for 
an interview about recent developments 
in the Middle East. 

Daily: Why did Israel invade West 
Beirut for a second time after Cemayel's 
assa si nation? 

Israeli Consul : We entered knowing that 
West Beirut still had 2,000 PLO ter- 
rorists and knowing very well that the 
PLO left huge quantities of ammuni- 
tion: tanks, rockets and missiles, and 
that the PLO had violated the Habib 
agreement about the expulsion of 'the 
PLO. (Philip Habib was the American 
envoy sent by President. Reagan to settle 
negotiations in Lebanon.) 

Everyone in Israel was sure that the 
PLO would leave allies or PLO under 
Lebanese cover to make West Beirut 
their base again. We believe the ones 
that killed Gemayel didn't want a free 
Lebanon. They didn't want a Lebanon 
that would have peace with Israel. Who 
killed Gemayel? We don't exactly know. 
We do know that groups said that 
whoever would make peace with Israel 
would be killed. The Syrians said it and 
there is the declaration of the Saudi's 
and the PLO. They declared that if 
Gemayel would make peace with Israel, 
Lebanon would be at war. We, the 
Israelis, knowing what was still there — 
a military infrastructure hostile to free 
Lebanon — we had to enter to help the 
Lebanese to regain their independence. 
Daily: If the move was intended to bring 
peace to the region why were the camps 
handed over to the Phalangists (the 
right-wing Lebanese militia)? 
Consul: When we entered we handed 
over key positions to the Lebanese army. 
The massacres occured in Sabra and 
Chatilla. The massacres didn't occur in 
the other two camps because they were 
handed over to the Lebanese army. We 
didn't enter the 'camps. The army was 
told not to enter the camps, because of 
the tension in the camps. We knew that 
there were terrorists. We didn't want 
people to enter there and be killed. It 
was a very difficult job and we thought 
it was the task of the Lebanese army to 
see what to do in the camps. We wanted 
to hand over the other camps also 
(Chatilla and Sabra) but the Lebanese 
army wasn't willing. This is why the 
Phalangists had the camps. 

Although the Phalange seems to be an 
independent army, this is the force of 
the president. This is part of the army in 
Lebanon. They were assigned the job of . 
entering the two camps to look for the 
terrorists and ammunition. 

These refugee camps* were the very 
camps that we bombarded during the 
war because these are the very bases of 
the PLO. These were headquarters of 
the PLO. It wasn't just a refugee camp 
with innocent people. The people living 
there were the source of the terrorists. 
The headquarters of the PLO were also 
there, not only in one building in Beirut. 
Therefore, it was a military target, even 
though you call it a refugee camp. 
Daily: Knowing that there were civilians 
in these camps and knowing the obvious 
animosities between the people in the 
camp and the Phalangist army, which is 
not an official army, why were the 



Phalàngists given control and not the 
Lebanese army? 

Consul: There were many tasks done by 
the Phalange before this massacre. We 
condemn the massacre — all the Israeli 
people, opposition and coalition. Even 
though it is a massacre of our enemy. 
Even, though the enemy is not the 
Palestinian people. We entered Lebanon 
to destroy the military infrastructure 
and prevent attacks on Israeli citizens. 
The main goal was the PLO. . 

During the war, many things were 
done by the Phalange: nothing happen- 
ed. They carried out their job without 
any problem. When the Lebanese army 
didn't want to go into the camps, we 
thought the Phalange would do it. They 
did it and they also commited this 
massacre. 

If an officer would have known about 
the massacre, we would have gone inside 
to try and prevent it. We were outside 
the camp. We could hear fire and am- 
munition, but as one of the Lebanese of- 
ficers said, many of the killers killed in 
cold blood with knives. Many were 
slaughtered just with knives. 



Daily: But the critical point is, all the 
reports said the Israeli army was across 
the street from the camps and still didn't

Part of the following is drawn from an 
Israeli government Telex Eldan received 
yesterday. According to the Telex, the 
Israeli army intervened once they learn- 
ed of the massacre. 

Consul: The order given to the Israeli 
army was very clear: not to destroy 
buildings nor kill civilians. They were 
forbidden to enter the refugee camps. 
Either the Phalangists or Lebanese army 
were to search the camps for terrorists. 
The Lebanese army refused to search the 
camps. 

After the Lebanese refused to enter we 
met the Phalange and asked the 
Phalange to enter the camps. We told • 
them not to touch the civilian popula- 
tion. They enter on the night of the 16th 
and 17th. We admit that we gave them 
illumination to look for the terrorists. 
Daily: Wasn't that done once tuzy were 
beginning the massacre? 
Consul: The moment we heard suspi- 
cions, we told the Phalangists to im- 
mediately halt their operations. Because 
of our suspicions we ordered them to 
leave the morning after without knowing 
that the massacre was taking place. 
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know what was happening. How could 
that be? 

Consul: First of all, the camp is a big 
area with thousands of people. We were 
outside the camps. They were killing in- 
side. They entered with their guns and 
their knives. How can a detatchment 
outside such a huge area know exactly 
what was going on? 

Daily: Is there to be an inquiry into the 
events that happened in the camps? 

Consul: There will be a commission of 
inquiry with "research according to the. 
law." There will be no cover-ups. No 
question will be unanswered. But the 
government will be the one to set the 
questions. 

Everything will be covered by the 
commision. If we would have known 
about such a thing we would have done 
something immediately. 

Daily: What about some of the other 
manouevres in Lebanon? Israel has been 
criticized for the use of cluster bombs. 
Can you comment on this? 

Consul: We are not the ones who in- 
vented the bombs. The bombs were 
created for war, not for peace. It's 
hypocritical to tell us not to use these 
bombs. A la guerre comme à la guerre. 
You have to utilize the armaments that 
you have. Do you think that these 
cluster bombs kill better than a gun or a 
knife? What's the difference between a 
knife that kills and slaughters and a 
bomb that kills and slaughters. I don't 
think there is any difference. 

Daily: Do you see any relation bet- 
ween the invasion into Lebanon and the 
recent increase in anti-semitism? 

Consul: There was anti-semitism 
before Lebanon. I don't see a direct link 
between this and anti-semitism. The pro- 
blem has its roots much before 
Lebanon. Sure, such a war makes the 
problem more acute, revives old feel- 
ings. But I don't feel that it's connected. 
Daily: What is the present status of the 
Camp David accords? 
Consul: Camp David is still valid. For 
us, it is the only basis of negotiation with 
our neighbours. This is the best way to 
proceed. There will be no negotiations 
with the PLO. How can one sit down 
with somebody to discuss their own 
destruction? Jordan is a Palestinian 
state. Jordan and Israel are Palestine. 
We don't see the demographic, human 
or geographical reasons for having a se- 



cond Palestinian state in the West bank 
and Gaza. 

Daily: How do you think the West Bank 
settlements affect the negotiations? 
Consul: They are not affecting negotia- 
tions. We believe we have the right to 
settle anywhere in Israel. As a matter of 
fact, Sadat continued to negotiate with 
us while we were establishing the set- 
tlements. It is not stated in the Camp 
David agreement that we are not allowed 
to establish settlements. The settlements 
are important. If we want peace with the 
Arabs it is very important for us to be 
living among them. 

Everyone has the right to self- 
determination. How can we as Israelis or 
Jews say no to that? There is a Palesti- 
nian nation. They have a right to self- 
determination — but not in our place. 
Daily: What about the peace movement 
in Israel that has reacted against the set- 
tlements. 

Consul: There is a peace movement. It 
has its up and downs. It's been at a high 
now because of the war in Lebanon. 
There have, been a lot of demonstra- 
tions. But this is a democracy and people 
have the right to demonstrate. But as 
many demonstrations as there will be, 
this is not what will decide the course of 
events. 

Daily: What is the Israeli position on 
Reagan's peace initiative? 
Consul: We do not think the proposals 
of president Reagan will lead to peace in 
the area. Even though he has good inten- 
tions, his proposal will lead to the crea- 
tion of a Palestinian state on the West 
Bank and Gaza. ' 

Daily: What about the American in- 
tervention in Lebanon? 
Consul: We are starting to negotiate 
pull-out of all foreign forces in 
Lebanon. This was our goal from the 
beginning. We arc ready to leave 
Lebanon as soon as possible but not 
without the other foreign forces leaving 
also. 

Daily: Once again about the U.S. What 
are the future implications of the U.S. 
siding with the UN security council cen- 
tre vote 

Consul: We are not happy with this 
vote, especially because we are friends 
with the U.S. As a matter of fact, we 
and the Americans had common goals 
from the beginning of the war to expulse 
the PLO, to return Lebanon's sovreigni- 
ty and that all foreign forces leave 
Lebanon. I don't think that the vote will 
be very important for the future. 
Daily: What about Israel's arms trade? 
There has been criticism on Israeli trade 
with South Africa for example. 
Consul: There is hypocricy here. 
Everyone in the world trades with 
everyone else. 

Daily: What about South Africa and a 
possible nuclear connnection? 
Consul: We deny having anything to do 
with South Africa. We say we will not be 
the first to use nuclear weapons in the 
Middle East. 

Nobody says Israel doesn't have the 
scientific infratstructure, knowledge and 
so on to produce. But we will not be the 
first to produce such weapons. 

It -has nothing to do with South 
Africa. We have ties with South Africa 
as many other countries of the world 
have ties with South Africa.
